CHAPTER 142.
[Pubdlished April 4,1872.]

AN ACT in relation to the payment of fees to witnesses for the
defendant in crminal cases, the same as to witnesses on behalf
of tléglstate, and amendatory of chapter sixteen, general laws
of 1871.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. There is hereby added to section one of
chapter sixteen of the general laws of 1871, the fol-
lowing proviso : “ provided, further, witnesses on behalf
of the defendant in such cases shall only be paid such
fees by the county when the judge of the court or jus-
tice of the peace beforc whom the case is tried, shall
certify such witnesses to have been necessary and ma-
terial for the defendant in such cases.”

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

AN ACT to authorize the secretary of state tb andit the claim of
Ralph Marsh for certain taxes and interest on moneys paid by
him on certain lands which the state erroneously sold.
